SB25 was signed into law and is effective as of July 1, 2021. This bill changes the games of

chance licensed period for charitable organization's back to a calendar year (Jan-Dec). 

Due to this change, any charitable organization's that were licensed in calendar year 2021 will

automatically expire December 31, 2021.
